Dr. George W. Millegan, aged SS, 


the pioneer physician 
of 
Monroe 


county, died of the infirmities of. old 
age at his home on East Oak street 
at 11 o'clock yesterday morning. Dr. 
Millegan lias been in failing health 
during the last two or three years, 
and during the past few months grew 
so much worse that he was confined 
to his bed. 


Dr. Millegan was the oldest physi- 


cian in Sparta, 
having 
located in 


Sparta in 1852, since which time he 
has been in continuous practice. He 
was born March 11, 1826, in Cairo, 
Green county, New York, where he 
was reared and educated, and where 
he began the study 
of 
medicine. 


From New York state he went to 
Pittsfield, Mass., where he graduated 
from Berkshire Medical college. In 
1S52 he came to Sparta, where he 
immediately entered upon the prac- 
tice of his profession, and has the 
honor of being the pioneer physi- 
cian of Monroe county. Beginning his 
practice in the early days of the his- 
tory of Monroe county, then practi- 
cally upon the frontier of Wisconsin 
civilization, 
he 
has witnessed the 


growth and progress of the country 
from a state of wildness to its pres- 
ent wealth and prosperity. 
Dr. Mil- 


legan's parents were for some time 
residents of Sparta, where the moth- 
er died. 
One brother, Reuben of 


Montana, has been present at the 
bedside of the doctor during the last 
few weeks of his illness. During the 
civil war, Dr. Millegan was examin- 
ing surgeon for the district, and has 
served as county physician 'of Hon- 
roe county. 
During the 
last few 


years, however, owing to his ad- 
vanced age. he had retired from the 
active practice of medicine, and liv- 
ed a quiet life al his old home on 
East Oak street. For a great many 
years he was associated with Dr. 
Hugh H. Williams under the firm 
name of Minnegan & Williams. 


Dr. Millegan held a prominent po- 


sition among the medical fraternity 
and was highly esteemed in the com- 
munity where he lived so long.
